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use of the parks and actually result iIn a net gain but
whether it did that or not,l think the parks should be
accessible to everybody and this would ensure that that
would occur. So the amendment would strike the new
language in the bill which raises this temporary fee
from $1.50 to $3.00 and have the effect of reducing

the current amount from $1.50 to $.50 and if you take
this amendment,l will support the bill for sure.
